Precisely at 3:43 p.m. on Oct. 4 baseball’s most doggedly devoted and 
most frequently frustrated fans exploded With emotions they had given 
up ever hoping lo experience and now could not contain.

Leaping out of television and radio loudspeakers, and relayed and re- 
told hy boat and factory whistle, church bell, automobile and taxi horn 
and the shrilly exuberant voices of practically the entire Brookly hn popu- 
lation of 2.7 million, the great news of the 2-0 victory reverberated from 
the banks of the choppy East River to the sheres of Coney Island. The 
whole U.5., long chafing under the Yankees’ proprietary attitude toward 
world championships, shared Brooklyn’s joy. And that joy was undiluted 
and utterly delirious. Free beer sloshed in saloons. Teen-agers snake- 
danced in the streets or rede about in impromptu parades, screaming 
homage to the history-making Dodger team. Policemen beamed benignly

at the outrageous disturbances of what little peace remained. “T should 
break this up?” said one cop. ““Uhey'd think T was a Yankee fan!”

A MERCY LIFT

Navy aids Mexican flood victims 


The U.S.A. last week proved to be a good neigh- 
bor when flood-stricken Mexico desperately 
needed one. The Navy carrier Saipan, rushing 
to Tampico on a mercy mission, found that 
the gulf town had almost disappeared beneath 
flood waters caused by three Caribbean hurri- 
canes which, instead of heading north, had 
blown west to Mexico. Refugees, crowded to- 
gether on high ground, were running out of 
food, water and medical supplies. 

The Saipan’s 14 helicopters whirled in to aid 
Tampico. Working 18-hour days, pilots flew 
2,166 sorties, taking dozens of medical teams 
to isolated areas and hauling 5,871 imperiled 
Mexicans to safety. Meanwhile, U.S. Air Force 
cargo planes brought in 469,000 pounds of 
food and clothing. But Mexico’s fioods had 
taken at least 500 lives and the government was 
considering a drastic proposal to evacuate dev- 
astated Tampicos entire 100,000 population,

OLD-STYLE LABOR WAR 


Bitter 10-week strike produces hloody gunfight as 


An Indiana city last week exploded with the kind of bloody labor battle 
whose ugly look the U.S. had almost forgotten, Inside the Perfect Circle 
piston ring foundry at New Castle (pop. 16,271), some 120 nonstriking 
workers and officials armed with pistols, rifles and shotguns watched 

200 members of the United Auto Workers marching to shut down the 
plant. Shots rang out from the factory (top, eft). The march stopped and 
then answering shots whistled from beyond the plant fence (above). Be- 
fore the volleys ended, seven men and a woman were wounded. 

The trouble had been building up ever since the union struck the 
foundry and three other Perfect Circle plants in July. The union’s key 
demand was for a union shop to replace the present contract's open shop. 
It also wanted negotiations at New Castle to cover all four plants. But the 
company, aware that weak locals at the other three plants were weak- 
ened by worker dissension, insisted that each plant negotiate separately,

When the strike began, the Perfect Circle foundry at New Castle shut 
down. But the company, a family concern headed by Ralph Teetor, an 
uncompromising, totally blind engineer, used nonstrikers to keep opera- 
tions going elsewhere. After mass picketing was barred, the New Castle 
foundry reopened. Nonstrikers were beaten up, and company officials 
stored arms in the plant. When 35 strikers, including the president of 
the New Castle local, were fired violence was set off. 

Indiana's lieutenant governor, Harold Handley, sent 200 state troopers 
to New Castle and brought a cease-fire. Then Governor George Craig, 
Handley’s bitter political rival, went him one better. Phoning from Flor- 
ida, he called out the National Guard with tanks. This brought angry 
protests from all over the state for Craig's long-distance interference. In 
New Castle a company-union truce meeting failed, and amid threats of 
renewed violence the company announced plans to reopen the foundry.

EDITORIAL | 


— COLONIALISM IS A U.S. PROBLEM 
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The thawing of the cold war has disclosed another political 
icecap, no less polar than that between the U.S. and Mos- 
cow. This second glacier, colonialism, freezes national atti- 
tudes as rigidly as Communism (and with some help from 
Communism), but on a pattern all its own. It chills the cur- 
rent U.N. assembly; the vote on Algeria caused France to 
walk out. Its icebergs will haunt the sea lanes of peace until 
there is general agreement that the colonial age is over. That 
day is far off. 

When the nations debate colonialism, there are two con- 
spicuous lacks. There is a lack of reason. On no subject does 
undisciplined emotion run so rampant among the delegates, 
and the vote is almost never predictable by rules of logic or 
interest. There is also a lack of clarity in the U.S. position. 
Since the U.S, is the one major power which can and should 
be logical and disinterested on colonialism, -this is a very 
serious lack indeed. 

According to the State Department, the'U.S. position is “to 
support the orderly development of dependent areas toward 
self-government.” But on actual issues, the U.S. position is 
as unpredictable as anybody's. When the sultan of Morocco 
was deposed in 53 we protested to France but helped France 
kill the issue in the U.N. Within the last month we have 
strongly supported Britain on Cyprus, half-heartedly support- 
ed France on Algeria, and abstained on West New Guinea. 
Such wobbling does not help U.S. prestige on either side of 
the worldwide rift. 

Can this situation be improved? The easy answer would be 
yes, by “returning to first principles” and the spirit of *76, 
Americans would like that, for as Secretary Dulles says, “We 
have not forgotten that we were the first colony to win inde- 
pendence.” Unfortunately, the principles of ’76 fit few colo- 
nial situations of *55. 


Take West New Guinea or, as it is also known, West Irian. 
The young Indonesian government now counting its first 
votes (pp. 48, 49) has been celebrating its own unstable in- 
dependence by claiming sovereignty over this jungle full of 
Papuan savages. It is Holland’s last remaining colony in the 
Pacific and the Dutch are doing their best to educate the Papu- 
ans (many of them cannibals) for eventual self-government. 
Should the Indonesian claim be taken seriously? Ask an 
Indonesian-in-the-street how he feels about Irian, and you 
might get the same answer one Dutch woman did: that [rian 
is President Soekarno’s youngest sister who was kidnaped to 
Holland to be the Dutch prime minister’s concubine, and nat- 
urally Soekarno wants her back. The Papuans cannot expect 
much education from a people who need plenty themselves. 

Or take North Africa. Americans naturally sympathize with 
the Arabs who, though they outnumber their French rulers 
10 to one, get the short end of the economic stick and (ex- 
cept in Tunisia) virtually none of the education. But if the 
spirit of °76, including American frontier experience, were 
too literally applied here, we might find ourselves urging the 
French colons (settlers) to scalp all the Arabs or drive them 
into the desert, and then declare North Africa's independ- 
ence of France. This, by the way, is what many hard-nosed 
colons want to do. 

The thousands of facts in John Gunther’s new Inside Africa 
are a good antidote to easy prejudice. Morocco, for instance: 
when the French took over this decaying sultanate in 1912, 
the whole region (about twice the size of Utah) contained 
exactly one hospital, an insane asylum whose inmates were 
chained together by iron collars. There are now 481 good

hospitals, and the economic progress has been on a compar- 
able scale—as rapid, for instance, as Australia’s. But Morocco 
has been continuously under French martial law ever since 
1914, and there are no reliable civil liberties whatever. Similar 
oxymorons mark every part of colonial Africa, although every 
part is different. Most Americans who wade through Gun- 
ther’s fascinating book will concur with relief in his two 
flattest generalizations, viz.: 1) colonialism for all its faults 
has done (and is doing) a lot of good; 2) colonialism is dying. 


The problem of the remaining colonial powers, and it is 
no easy one, is to prove they know colonialism is dying and 
to give it as peaceful and happy a death as possible. The Brit- 
ish, having set an example in India, are continuing the proc- 
ess as skillfully as they know how. Dutch colonialism is no 
longer a real problem, Belgian and Portuguese not yet. The 
serious current problem is France’s, and the U.S. owes it 
some bold and careful thought. 

By making too few concessions too late, the French lost 
half of Indochina to the Communists, and the rest to a fate 
still unknown. In Algeria and Morocco, the same mistake has 
brought them a war involving 300,000 French troops. But 
when Tunisia also revolted last year, there was luckily a 
strong (though short-lived) government in Paris, that of 
Mendés-France, and a political genius speaking for the mod- 
erate nationalists, Habib Bourguiba; the result was an agree- 
ment which should enable Frenchmen and Tunisians to live 
together there in self-respecting interdependence indefinitely. 
North Africa needs the French at least as much as vice versa. 
Tunisia proves that French colonialism does not have to die 
a violent death. 

The problem for the U.S. is to take one side and one only 
in these troubles: not the French side, nor the Arab, but the 
side of the workable solution, produced in time. Indochina 
taught Paris too little about North Africa—but did it teach 
the State Department enough? We abetted French dithering 
in Indochina for fear of rupturing the NATO front in Europe. 
We have abetted French dithering in North Africa for the 
same reason, plus $372 million worth of SAC bases in Morocco 
whose safety depends on French troops. But these reasons 
will not be good enough if they mean another gross French 
colonial failure. That would cost NATO far more than any 
four air bases, and the U.S. far more than any French gov- 
ernment’s fleeting thanks. 


Every colonial situation requires a different timetable be- 
cause self-government is a difficult art for which many of the 
world’s people are in varying degrees of unreadiness. What 
all these situations should have in common is open U.S. pres- 
sure for a solution in time. The U.S. should never have to 
abstain from a vote on a colonial issue, and should never 
have to trade its vote for some other supposed gain. Those 
who are really trying to solve colonial issues (as Premier 
Faure has been trying) should be able to count on U.S. 
support. 

If we show some firmness in this, we can gradually drain 
the passion from the issue and starve its Communist parasites 
who exploit it for their own ends. By comparison with Com- 
munist neocolonialism, whose victims did govern themselves 
but do not now, the sins of Western colonialism are virtues. 
When we add to these virtues by successfully liquidating 
Western colonialism, even the ex-colonials will see the much 
greater problem of Communist imperialism in its true light.

Detroit opens complex crossroads 


while U.S. toll turnpikes expand 


As the nation’s growing network of superhigh- 
ways sent out superb new tentacles in the 
East last week, Detroit, the birthplace of all 
U.S. traffic jams, completed a dazzling “‘direc- 
tional” expressway interchange to speed local 
traffic. Situated at the intersection of two s1x- 
lane expressways in a residential area three 
miles from the main business district, the auto 
capital’s new $7 million supercrossroads is of 
unique design. 

With 14 bridges and ramp structures the 
Detroit interchange eliminates the looping 
cloverleaf-type intersection. \pproaching from 
an of the four directions (see left). the mo- 
torist can turn in the actual direction he wish- 
es to go, traveling at an allawable speed of 40 
mph in long arcs that pass above or below the 
cross lanes.

for 28 years Milwaukee's two African crowned cranes patrolled the Washington 
Park Zoo, grubbing for grains in chickless but changeless devotion. Then on 
Labor Day keepers noticed curious rustlings im the tall prass of the bird enclosure 
across from the giraffe house. Occasionally one of the tufted heads would rise 
and peer anxiously about. Three days later the pair emerged and proudly paraded 
their fuzzy first-born, frequently craning their necks for a closer look (above). 

Like others of their species, who rarely breed in captivity, Milwaukee's cranes 
had never before produced young. But this summer the female laid an egg which, 
aided hy a record heat wave, finally hatched. Then the parents escorted the baby 
crane about, teaching it what every young crane should know (following pages).

The Romantic 


Decades 


AN ENERGETIC AGE PRODUCED 
A LIVELY DIVERSITY OF TASTE

In the decades before the Civil War the U.S. 
was bursting with energy and new ideas. Before 
1860 Americans had invented the telegraph, 
ether anesthesia, rubber-soled shoes, the sew- 
ing machine, bloomers and graham bread. They 
read the romantic novels of Cooper and Scott, 
paid more attention to the beauties of nature 
than ever before and rebelled against any limi- 
lations on their taste. Many of them thought 
the Greek Revival style (Lirr, Aug. 29) was too 
formal for everyday living so, in their search 
for something different, they crowded the Jand- 
scape with Tuscan villas (above), Swiss cha- 
lets, Tudor cottages and Norman mansions. 
In the north and especially along the Hud- 
son River the Gothic villa became a favorite. 
Inside, Gothic homes were cozy and personal, 
with furniture-filled rooms, bay windows and 
vine-draped verandas. The Gothic style was 
marked by sharply pointed arches and peaks, 


towers with skyward-pointing finials and nar- 
row windows. [hese medieval details were free- 
ly adapted and mixed with other styles by U.S. 
builders who developed their own “carpenter 
Gothie” with a great deal of ornamentation cut 
out with scroll saws. Though the Gothic was a 
byway in American design, the variations (next 
page) and innovations of local craftsmen gave 
it a distinctive charm and character. 

Other romantically minded and rebellious 
Americans wanted the U.S. to ignore all for- 
eign styles and create its own architecture. 
But it was too early for that. Instead, the prin- 
ciples which they advocated were expressed in 
the two fastest objects on sea or land—the 
American clipper ship and the American trot- 
ting wagon. By stripping these down to the 
barest essentials of locomotion, their makers 
produced perfect examples of the functional 
design which was to be the ideal of the future.

Yankee clippers were the fastest sailing ships in the world because of the 
cunning curves of their hulls, the tremendous load of canvas that crowded 
their tall spars, and the competitive daring of masters and crews who 
looked on each trip as-a challenge. A clipper like the Galatea at right was 
a thing of beauty as it scudded along at 16 to 18 knots per hour, It was 
also the climax of 200 years of American seafaring know-how. 

Because England ruled the waves by foree of gnabers the Americans 
had to depend on speed in war and peaceful commerce. In the 1790s, 
Enelish merchantmen still lumbered along at two to six knots per hour. 
But the young U.S. was sending out traders designed for 10-knot eruis- 
ing, The Baltimore clipper, a snub- nosed type with wedge-shaped bottom 
which sailed from that port from 1600 on, was even faster, The full- 
fledged clipper, long, clean and “smooth as a smelt”’—with sharp, convex 

| bow, rounded sides and flat bottom—appeared in the 1640s and gave spec- 
tacular service during the gold rush. The advertising slogans read “Eighty 
Days to the Golden Gate!” But the 15,000-mile route lay around Lape 
Horn where gales wrecked many ships and waves froze sailors in their 
bunks. A passage of 110 days was fast; two clippers, lying Cloud and 
Andrew Jackson, _ it in just under 90. On easier routes the clippers 
set many records: | 12 days from Boston to Liverpool (3,100 miles). 

Next to the dias the most famous U.S. ships were the far-ranging 
whalers whose crews created their own kind of folk art and used a re- 
markable American invention in their hunting (far right). The great era 
of American whalers and clippers faded fast after 1855: when wooden sail- 
ing vessels gave way before the onrush of iron ships propelled by steam.

Mechanization 


of gadgets and guns 


This was a period when inventors multiplied U.S. manpower—and wom- 
anpower—many times with devices which mechanized routine tasks, The 
Gatling gun (opposite page) was a crank-turned cluster of barrels which 
fired 350 shots per minute. The cherry pitter (center, above) was a erank- 
turned kitchen gadget which cleaned a cuptul of fruit in about the same 
time, The other objects around this page were contrived to lighten the 
labors of U.S. women, and they illustrate three phases of the industrial 
revolution which was moving ahead fast at the time. The milk warmer 
below was handmade in the old-fashioned way by a local craftsman. The 
apple parer beside it was also of eralt origin but became a factory product 
and eventually found large-scale use in canneries. The cherry pitter was 
a patented invention which was always factory made, 

Most characteristic development was the sewing machine, which was 
a combination of at least a dozen American inventions. The decisive 
feature was Isaac M. Singer’s foot-powered treadle, which left both hands 
free for manipulating the cloth. Any of these household gadgets could 
have been made in 1500, insofar as their mechanical principles were 
concerned, But they did not come into being until the American house- 
wife demanded them and convinced her husband she could afford them.

deadly ‘cheese box’ 


On the morning of March 9, 1862 Confederate Navy officers aboard 
the Merrimac, recently converted to an ironclad and renamed Fir- 
ginia, spotted an odd little craft almost totally submerged in the waters 
of Hampton Roads. It looked like “an immense shingle... with a 
gigantic cheese box rising from its center; no sails, no wheels, no 
smokestacks, no guns. But the “shingle” was made of iron and the 
“cheese box” matret concealed two 11-inch guns. Slowly the turret 
revolved with a sound of grating metal; portholes opened and cast- 
iron shot flew out; the portholes closed and the turret swiveled around 
so that answering fire from the Virginia bounced off it. When the Con- 
federate ship tried to ram the Monitor, her oak hull was slashed by the 
Monitor's deck plates, and began to leak. At 12:30 p.m. she withdrew 
In military terms, the fight was a deadlock. But in the long history 
of ship design it was a dramatic turning point. John Ericsson’s Moni- 
tor was the first vessel built of iron throughout, with steam propul- 
sion and a concealed screw propeller instead of paddle wheels, and a 
revolving gun turret. These features made her invulnerable to wood- 
en vessels of any size, or even wood ships plated with iron, like the 
Virginia. Soon they were adopted by all big navies of the world and— 
except for the turret—became standard for merchant ships as well.

A romantic U.S. innovation of this period was the eight-sided house, 
which was widely promoted by Orson S. Fowler, a New York phrenol- 
ogist and lecturer on happy marriages. Fowler preached big families 
and big houses. Every well-planned home, he said, should include a 
playroom for small children, a dancing room for teenagers and a spe- 
cial “gymnastic room” where females of all ages could keep them- 
selves in trim. By lopping off all the corners of a square house plan 
Fowler claimed he could enclose the same amount of room space at a 
25% saving in basic building cost. His eight-sided design was striking 
and symmetrical in appearance, and offered views in all directions, By 
eliminating “waste” corners and extra hallways it saved housewives 
many steps and distributed light from the windows and heat from the 
cellar evenly through the interior. The octagonal style was also used 
efficiently in barns, schools and churches. 

Many octagonal examples are still in everyday use. The imposing 
one shown above has 18 rooms grouped around a central stairway and 
a fifth-floor cupola looking out over the Hudson River. The wood 
veranda runs entirely around the house and is ornamented with a rail- 
ing which repeats a cast-iron portrait of a former owner's dog Prince.

A Gamble on an ‘incorrigible’ 


PAROLE OFFICER THROWS AWAY RULES, 


TRYING TO SAVE A THIEF

VERY year parole boards in 48 states take 32,000 gambles. Re- 
viewing records, weighing evidence, judging possibilities, they 
bet that 32,000 oninnals: are ready to leave prison months or 

even years before they have completed their sentences. The stakes, 
both for society and for the parolees themselves, are enormous. 
Whether these bets are eventually won or lost depends largely on 
the hard work, the understanding—and sometimes the luck—of the 
parole officer who must see his charges through the critical first 
months out of prison. 

In the course of his work Allen John Moore, 47-year-old parole 
officer of Oakland, Calif., has learned to be part cop, part guard, part 
social worker, part priest and part gambler. Because of this strange 
combination of roles he is especially suited to help work out a Cali- 
fornia experiment known as the Special Intensive Parole Unit, or 
“SIPU.” Parole officers often have to ride herd on as many as 100 
cases, but Moore and his 13 fellow SIPU officers have caseloads of 
only 15 to 20 parolees and can therefore work intensively with each 
man. Moore watches over his SIPU parolees for only three months, 
but because he can follow each man closely during this period he is 
often trusted with “high risk” cases. What can be accomplished under 
this system by a many-sided man like Moore is shown by the case that 
is known among his colleagues as “Moore’s Noble Experiment.” 

Moore is regarded by both his colleagues and his superiors as one 
of the best parole men in the U.S. If it had not been for his high 
standing and his long experience he would never have been given the 
case of Rocky Webb (this is not his real name) and could never have 
taken the chance that he did. For in Rocky Webb, Moore had to deal 
with a “confirmed” thief who resisted help, resented all parole officers 
and finally tried to throw away his last chance for freedom with a 


blatant violation of the rules that Moore was duty-bound to enforce. 

On a bright Monday morning two years ago Rocky Webb, just out 
of San Quentin prison, entered Moore’s Oakland office on West 
Grand Avenue for his initial interview. He was 30 years old, tall and 
good-looking. In spite of his age and size he seemed youthful and 
innocent. He did not appear to be what he was: an up-to-now incor- 
rigible thief, a three-time convict, a parole violator and a prison 
escapee. These were his first free hours after seven years of con- 
tinuous custody. 

“Sit down, Rocky,” said Moore, who is himself a big, rugged man 
with wavy, sandy hair and an open, likable face. Rocky rested his 
elbows on the arms of his chair. “How about it, Rocky,” Moore 
smiled, “nervous?” 

Rocky shrugged. “No.” 


Rocky’s statistical chances 


OOK, Rocky,” said Moore, going over the statistics he knew so 
well, “about 20% of the men who come out of prison will make 
good even without a parole officer. Another 15% come out with a caper 
all planned and a P.O. can’t do anything with them. It’s a race be- 
tween the P.Q. and the police as to who catches them first. Then 
there are the 65%, the majority, who have problems, who need help 
and who'll take advice. This is where a P.O. earns his salary.” 

He paused, relit his cigar and regarded Rocky in silence. ‘Now you 
probably know which of these groups you'll fall into. [ don’t know 
—yet. I'll make up my mind as I go along.” 

It took an hour and a half for Moore to cover what was expected 
of Rocky on parole: associations (shy away from other ex-convicts, 
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of course he smokes

even if they were his best friends), marriage (not 
without Moore’s permission), liquor (not to ex: 
cess). “Above all,” Moore concluded, “don’t go 
into debt. What do you say, Rocky? Think we can 
make this parole?” 

“Tl make it O.K.,” Rocky said sullenly. 

Moore wondered how far he had got. Behind 
Rocky's exterior there was something likable: De- 
spite ‘his record there was nothing to suggest in- 
nate viciousness. He seemed above all to need 
guidance. Moore concluded his first report: “If 
this subject is to learn to live in a free community 
in a normal way, he will have to go about it much 
as a small child learns how to walk, He 

Parole Officer Moore had 12 intensive years’ 
experience to help him make up his mind about 
Rocky Webb. In 1940 he had started work on the 
warden’s staff at San Quentin. In 1942 he tem- 
porarily became chief state parole officer, a post 
he gave up when the regular chief returned from 
military service. He returned to his old San Quen- 
tin job but after two years resigned to set up a 
custom furniture business. By 1952 he was so 
tired of asking himself ““Where’s the challenge in 
furniture?” that he returned to parole work. In 
spite of his talents he now has little chance for 
advancement in the California parole system be- 
cause he has no college degree. ‘I’m the only pa- 
role officer,” Moore says wryly, “who started at 
the top and worked his way down.” 

He puts in uncounted unpaid overtime hours a 
year, searching smelly corridors, ill-lit streets and 
ratish bars for his straying charges. In spite of all 
his practical experience, his salary. . because of civil 
service regulations, is limited to $458 a month. 
“Tf I find you earning less than your parole ofh- 
cer,” he tells parolees, ‘I'll know you aren't even 
irying to make good.” 

The morning after the first interview Rocky 
reported to Moore. Moore greeted him good- 
naturedly and asked how he had slept. Most newly 
released men are restless the first few nights, and 
Rocky admitted that he had slept little. Together 
they set out. Moore showed Rocky how to endorse 
his $25 release check and arranged to have it 
cashed. Next they looked for a job. Since SIPU 
cases, unlike ordinary parolees, need no guarantee 
of work to get out of prison, it is up to Moore to 
help them get started. He pesters friends, relatives 
and a wide range of acquaintances in the Bay Area. 

A union sent Rocky to a garage where ‘he got 

a job driving and servicing cars. “Bet because he 
was a parolee, he could have his driver's license 
reinstated only with Moore's official interven- 
tion. This involved an afternoon of red tape. At 
lunch Rocky fumbled over counting out change.

‘What's his background?” asked Simon. 

Moore dropped the thick case history on Simon’s desk. “Let’s 
talk it over some time. I’m seeing him tonight. Want to meet him?” 

**Thanks.”” said Simon, “not antl I have to." 

It was a long time before Simon had to. At that moment Rocky 
had been missing from his job and his room for more than 24 hours. 


Official report: PV AL 


N the first few days after Rocky's disappearance, Moore checked 

all hospitals, jails and morgues. He meticulously went through 
Rocky’s file for any mention of acquaintances. He found no clues. 
Nothing remained for Moore but to report that Rocky was off- 
cially PV AL (Parole Violator At Large). 

The first hint of Rocky’s whereabouts came when the Oakland 
police notified Moore that another of his parolees, a man known as 
Blackie, had been injured in an automobile accident and had been 
taken to the emergency hospital, from which he fled shortly after 
admission. The police ‘identified the car involved as belonging to 
a prostitute. Moore hurried over to talk to the woman. She told 
him that Blackie had introduced her to another ex-convict whose 
name she did not know—a man who talked constantly about prison 
baseball. This other convict lived in an apartment house with 
big er near Fruitvale Avenue in Oakland.

When he saw the stricken look on Amy Webb’s plain face, 
Moore found himself wishing that he had stayed in the furniture 
business and to hell with the challenge. 

Amy Webb’s account of Rocky’s absence was only semicoherent, 
but she expected him back the next day, about noon. Moore sug- 
gested she come into his office in the morning. 

Amy arrived at Moore’s office at 10. She was neatly dressed and 
carried a book. She was tense and her eyes were raw as she listened 
to Moore’s account of Rocky’s past. Then she told him how she 
and Rocky had met on a bus one Sunday and fallen in love almost 
at once. She told him of her own respectable home life, of her 
church work, of their church marriage, and of how much her 
parents and friends liked Rocky. She wanted to make one thing 
clear: no matter what Moore said about Rocky, she loved him. 

“T promise you he'll be back,” she said. “All I ask is that you 
don’t meet him at the bus station. Let him come home to me. 
Please let me talk to him first.” 

"And what if he doesn’t give himself up?” 

“Look, Mr. Moore.” Amy held out a Sunday school Bible and 
opened the cover, On the flyleaf was inscribed: Rocky Webb. 
Presented for perfect attendance for one year, Easter to Easter, 
1932-1933. It’s the only thing he’s ever saved, so he can’t be as 
bad as you say.

Two glimmers of hope 


which a number of facts emerged which Parole Officer Moore 
found intriguing. After Rocky left Moore’s surveillance, Amy’s 
father had got him a warehouse job, One evening while he was 
working overtime, a petty cash box was stolen and he was dis- 
charged. Later the real thief was caught. Th en, too, Rocky freely 
admitted that he and another parolee “had stolen a gasoline charge 
account card. [1 was not like the old Rocky to spurn an unguarded 
cash box. however petty, or to confess manfully to a misdeed. 

At this point the whole philosophy and economics of SIPU came 
into play. In California almost 90% of the state’s convicts are 
freed on parole whereas other states average 55% and the federal 
prison system about 25%. The SIPU system, which each year 
releases 800 prisoners ahead of schedule. annually saves the state 
200 prison “man years” and $220.000. But the saving of time and 
money would be unimportant if it were not for the philosophy 
behind the system: the main aim of SIPU is to save men, not 
money. | 

Parole Officer Moore had to decide whether or not Rocky Webb 
could be saved. 

Moore wavered—but he finally decided to risk recommending 
Rocky for continued parole. Once he had made this dangerous 
hairline decision, he had to persuade the police not to press 
charges on the credit charge episode on condition that Rocky make 
full restitution, Next Moore confronted his supervisor, Jerry Hig- 
gins. As Moore had expected, Higgins was openly scornful. 

‘"He’s violated parole,” Higgins said, “‘and he’s done it in about 
five different ways.” 

“Well,” Moore said, “if we send him back to prison now, we 
might just as well forget about rehabilitation. This is his last

chance. But I suppose my idea is pointless anyway. We could 
never convince Cullen that we should keep Rocky out.” Jack 
Cullen was the area parole supervisor in San Francisco, 

“No?” said Higgins, who, like Moore, is interested in a challenge. 
“Convinee me some more.” 

After Moore had convinced Higgins some more, they went to see 
Cullen. Both Higgins and Cullen were once subordinate to Moore 
when he was chief of parole, and his judgments carry great weight 
with both men. But Cullen was solidly against Rocky. 

“We agree he’s no bargain,” Higgins admitted. “But Moore 
thinks he can do something with him now that the fellow’s found 
a good wife. I don’t say Moore's right. There isn’t any right answer. 
There are only a lot of wrong ones, but I say Moore has the best 
wrong answer. If Rocky goes back to prison now, he’s a cinch to 
become a habitual. On parole, he costs us $175 a year. In prison he 
costs $1,448 a year. Thirty-five years in prison, which is probably 
what he’s got ahead of him, means that he hands us a bill for some 
$50,000 before the state buries him on Boot Hill.” 

In the end Cullen gave up. “You guys,” he said, “are nuts.”

While Sacramento 
was considering the case, a letter arrived from Amy Webb. 

“Gentlemen,” she wrote, “I don’t know who was the most 
astonished, myself when I heard about my husband or my hus- 
band when I told him I knew he had been in prison. . . Except 
during his working hours I have been with him almost constantly 
ever since we met. We spend most of our time with my family, my 
relatives and friends, and we enjoy our home to the utmost. 
Through this, and from what I have learned of his past, I believe 
all Rocky needs now is a chance to continue this life of ours. No 
man could make a woman a finer, kinder husband than Rocky has 
made me. ... He reminds me of a poor, half-starved child that 
has never known love and affection before but has finally found 
it and is eating it all up as fast as he can because he is desperately 
afraid of losing it. Please, for my faith and trust in God, don’t 
send Rocky back to prison. ...” 

Sacramento ordered Webb paroled until late in 1957. 


LTHOUGH it is now a year since Moore turned the case over 

to Parole Officer Simon, he still keeps in touch with the for- 

tunes of Amy and Rocky. These are benign. Rocky has a skilled 

job at which he is remarkably good. They now have their first 
child, a boy, and Moore’s big bet is paying off, 

The child made doubly important the tying up of a loose end, 
Because Rocky married without Moore’s s permission and without 
restoration of his civil rights, the marriage was not legal in Cali- 
fornia. At Moore’s prompting, Rocky and Amy left quietly for 
Reno by train one weekend for a legally sanctioned ceremony. 

Moore hoped that Rocky would listen carefully to the porter 
as they boarded the streamliner. 

“Watch your step.” the porter would be saying as Amy and 
Rocky climbed up. “Watch your step, sir.’

Mojave spawns a host of shrimp 


NETLOAD OF DESERT SHRIMP, TWICE LIFE-SIZE, INCLUD 
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When the frst big cloudburst in 25 years 
Hooded Bieyele Dry Lake in California’s Mo- 
jave Desert, observers were amazed to see it 
seethe with life. Dr. James Welsh, a Los An- 
eles City and State College biologist, 500T1 
found the reason. [The newly formed lake was 
teeming with several kinds of fresh-water 
shrimp (above), whose eg@s had been hatched, 
about four million of them, by the Hood. 
How the eggs could have survived in the 
desert was no mystery; they can hatch alter

THE VICTOR INDICTS HIS FLEEING FOE 


As Peron takes refuge in Paraguay, General Lonardi writes about why and how he drove him out 


by EDUARDO LONARDI, President of the Republic of Argentina 


The deposed dictator, Juan Domingo Perdn, 
reached his exile in Asuncion, Paraguay last 
week, hollowly asserting that he was still the 
constitutional ruler of Argentina. But the recent- 
ly victorious revolutionary regime of General 
Eduardo Lonardi received diplomatic recognition 
from other countries, including the U.S. The new 
president himself, in this article written exclu- 
sively for Lire, best summarized why Argenti- 
nas future did not have any room for Juan Perén, 


I am honored by Lire’s request that I describe 
the causes of the Argentine revolution, the 
preparation and the progress of the movement 
and my objectives for the future, Understand- 
ably, as the newly installed head of state, I 
am so occupied with organizing a government 
and coping with my country’s many problems 
that I have to be brief. 

The whole world knows the causes of our

revolution. Perén had shattered the lawful or- 
der and the economic stabilitv of Argentina. 
Under the pretext of benefiting the masses of 
workers, he had imposed a rule of terror and 
corruption in both public and private life. He 
and those who ruled with him exhibited an 
insolence. an arbitrariness and a superiority 
complex bordering on megalomania. Intolera- 
ble acts of oppression were committed against 
the press, notably against the famous news- 
paper La Prensa, and the political opposition 
whose clubs and ofhces were burned. The dic- 
tators followers were given license to roam 
about and exterminate opposition at will. Final- 
ly, Peron ordered that our flag be profaned and 
that our shrines of worship be set afire, 

For us to have tolerated such a government 
would have meant our abetting the destruction 
of all moral values. [t would have meant our 
abetting the conversion into a slave labor camp

of the country which we had inherited from 
our ancestors. 

The lessons necessary for our successful re- 
volt against these infamies were learned over 
many hard years. In 195] General Menéndez 
staged a brave but unsuccessful coup. Its fail- 
ure led to the collapse of a similarly conceived 
plot that [ had been hatching—and to my re- 
tirement from the army and my imprisonment 
for nearly a year. For a long time thereafter 
the military opposition to Perén was unable 
to agree on a common plan of action. 

The plots that were made by various mili- 
tary chiefs always envisaged an uprising start- 
ing in Buenos Aires and they were invariably 
at least partly uncovered. The unsuccessful 
1952 conspiracy of Colonel Suarez, many of 
whose military and ciwlian participants were 
cruelly tortured, particularly showed the fu- 
tility of this course. It seemed impossible to 
keep any military revolt which was begun in 
Buenos Aires alive long enough to mobilize 
the rest of the country. 

Therefore we ran our successful revolution 
in exactly the opposite way. We decided not 
to run a purely military uprising, but to rely 
equally on the civilian population with its mag- 
niheent fighting spirit and its determination to 
suffer any and all hardships before giving in 
to the Peronist government. And we decided 
to begin deep in the interior of the country, 
in Cordoba. Cordoba was the focal point of our 
revolt and its people had the privilege of pro- 
viding a magnificent example of heroism. The 
Cordoba garrison, determined and brave, came 
solidly, wholeheartedly to our side. Only the 
Cérdoba infantry school resisted us; its men 
fought us with such gallantry that I gave my 
troops orders to accord these vanquished oppo- 
nents full military honors. 


‘Our future plans are plain’ 


The struggle in Cérdoba received vital assist- 
ance from many other quarters. The military 
units of the Cuyo zone, on our southern flank, 
were led in rebellion by their regular command- 
er, General Julio A. Lagos. At one of the cru- 
cial moments, he sent us the airborne rein- 
forcements which made up for our serious lack 
of infantry. Elsewhere the complete devotion 
of the Argentine navy and the almost unani- 
mous support of the air force contributed deci- 
sively toward offsetting the apparent superior- 
ity of the government troops. 

As the fighting progressed, it was evident 
that the government troops were unwilling to 
fight against their brothers in arms and that 
they did not actually believe in the Peronist 
cause they had been compelled to defend. In 
them too the cause of our rebellion was latent. 
It was in the air everywhere, in the capital, in 
the provinces, in Mendoza, San Luis, Curuzt- 
Cuatia, Rio Santiago, Puerto Belgrano—all of 
which shows how universal the will to libera- 
tion was. Thus we won, 

Our future plans are plain. We shall restore 
the rule of law. We shall revive Argentina's 
cultural life. We shall, as fast as we possibly 
can, bring back social and political peace. With 
the cooperation of our friends abroad, we 
will tackle the economic reconstruction of 
our despoiled country. Most of all, we mean 
to resurrect those traditional qualities of the 
Argentine character that have ever been our 
pride: human decency, hospitality, goodwill 
and love of one’s fellow man.

Seven days bring a rush of good plays and an enchanting new actress 


In the joyful and excited [ace of 17-year-old Actress Susan Strasberg are 
mirrored some of the joy and excitement of Broadway's new season. Usu- 
ally the season opens with a trickle of plays. But this fall it began with 
a flash flood. In the short Span of seven days live plays made their bow, 
four of them to critical applause, and Broadway was off to its best start 
in 10 years.

One of the most thoughtful and easily the most amusing of all antiwar 
plays is Tiger at the Gaten It was written in 1935 by the late Jean Girau- 
doux, translated from French into English by Christopher Fry, and now 
given on Broadway by an almost all-English cast with Michael Redgrave 
doing a superb job as the peace-loving Hextor: 

Borrowing its characters from Hosier s Iliad, the play recounts Hec- 
tors efforts to prevent his fellow Trojans from fighting the Greeks merely 
because a Trojan prince ran off with a Greek queen.

THE TRUMAN MEMOIRS: PART IV 


AR STARTS 


AT POTSDAM 


Big Three talks convinced Truman the Soviets ‘were not in earnest 


about peace,’ alerted him for ‘what we and the West had to face’

Amid the crushing turmoil of his early days as President, Tru- 
man gave special attention to the problems of securing the 
peace after World War IT. In last week's instalment of his mem- 
oirs he told how he sent emissaries to Churchill and Stalin to 
plan a Big Three conference on postwar problems. In this in- 
stalment he reports on that conference which was scheduled 
for July at Potsdam. Truman made the Atlantic crossing in a 
naval vessel to allow him to work with his staff on prepara- 
tions for the conference. When he landed at Antwerp, he sent 
home a letter describing the less serious aspects of his journey: 


EAR Mamma & Mary:—lI hope you are both well and that 

everything is all right with you. It is with me. We left Nor- 
folk at 7 a.m. last Sunday, July 7, on a nice sunny morning, and 
the trip has been most pleasant and restful. Went to church at 
10:30 with officers and men. Sat around on the deck with Mr, 
Byrnes and Adm. Leahy most of the morning and took a nap 
in the afternoon. 

“Saw a picture show that night—we have one every night. On 
Monday, inspected the ship from top to bottom. Found a boy on 
board whose name is Lawrence Truman. He comes from Owens- 
borough, Ky., and is the great grandson of our grandfather’s 
brother. He’s a nice boy and has green eyes just like Margaret’s. 
Looks about her age. 

‘‘We had target practice on Monday firing eight inch, five inch 
and forty millimeter guns. Right interesting to an artillery man. 
I’ve had various meals with officers mess, warrant officers and 
petty officers. Tonight I eat with the crew. 
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SETTING STAGE FOR BIG THREE just before photograph on the 
opposite page was taken, two Soviet agents and a soldier hurriedly 
scraped shiny black paint off chair arms at request of the official Rus- 
sian photographers. They had barely finished job as Big Three arrived. 


“We'll land Sunday, and this will be mailed then. I wish this trip 
was over. I hate it. But it has to be done. 

‘The King of England has asked me to call, as have the Kings 
of Denmark and Norway. But I think I'll come home with all speed 
when the show’s over in Berlin. Take care of yourselves. Love to 
you both. Harry” 

I landed to begin the 35-mile motor trip to the airport northwest 
of Brussels. The road from Antwerp to Brussels was guarded by sol- 
diers from the 137th Infantry Regiment, 35th Division—the divi- 
sion in which I had served as a captain during first World War. 

Shortly after noon we arrived at the airfield. After a flight of 
about three hours and a half we landed at Gatow airfield. Then an- 
other automobile caravan took us to our quarters in Babelsberg. 

My quarters was a three-story stucco residence at No, 2 Kaiser 
Strasse which had formerly been the home of the head of the Ger- 
man movie colony. The building, which was promptly designated 
as the “*Littlke White House,” although it was painted yellow, was 
right on the lake and was surrounded on three sides by groves of 
trees and shrubbery forming a very beautiful garden that reached 
down to the lake. 

Prime Minister Churchill lived at 23 Ringstrasse in Babelsberg, 
about two blocks from my residence. Generalissimo Stalin also re- 
sided at Babelsberg, about a mile from the Little White House on 
the way to Cecilienhof where the conference sessions were to be held. 


T was the following morning, July 16, when I met Prime Min- 

ister Churchill for the first time. He came to call on me, but I 
did not feel that | was meeting a stranger. I had seen him on several 
occasions when he had been in Washington for conferences with 
Roosevelt, although I had not talked to him then. We had had a 
number of telephone conversations since I had been President, and 
in that way a personal contact had already been made. 

I had an instant liking for this man who had done so much for 
his own country and for the Allied cause. There was something 
very open and genuine about the way he greeted me. 

No business of the conference was discussed. I did tell the Prime 
Minister that I had an agenda which I would like to present at the 
meeting and asked him if he had one. He said, ‘‘No, I don’t need 
one.” Then we talked briefly about the latest news in the Pacific. 

Churchill and I never had a serious disagreement about anything, 
although we argued about a great many things. On the funda- 
mentals of great principles we were in complete agreement. 

I liked to listen to him talk. But he wasn’t very fond of music— 
at least my kind of music. 

Later that day I wrote Mamma and Mary my second letter since 
leaving Washington: 

“July 16, 1945 
“‘Dear Mamma & Mary:—Arrived in Berlin yesterday afternoon 
about three o’clock and was met by all the Foreign Ministers and 
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high ranking officials of Great Britain and Russia and a special 
contingent of American soldiers whom I had to inspect. We then 
came to a beautiful house on a lake in Potsdam, which formerly 
belonged to the head of the movie colony. It is said that he had 
been sent back to Russia—for what purpose I don’t know. 

‘*| had a very pleasant visit with the Prime Minister of England 


this morning, and I am expecting a visit from Marshal Stalin either | 


this afternoon or tomorrow. | hope I shall have an opportunity 
to write more in detail later, but I want to get this off to you so as 
to get it in the pouch that ts to leave here this afternoon. 

‘*If you will address your letters to the White House with instruc- 
tions that they be forwarded on to me, I will get them promptly. 
‘*Lots of love to you both. Harry” 

The arrival of Marshal Stalin from Moscow was delayed be- 
cause of a slight heart attack which he had suffered—this was a 
well-kept secret. He was due to arrive on the following day. 

I took advantage of this unscheduled delay in the opening of 
the conference to make a motor tour of Berlin. I never saw such 
destruction. A more depressing sight than that of the ruined build- 
ings was the long, never-ending procession of old men, women 
and children wandering aimlessly along the Autobahn and the 
country roads carrying, pushing or pulling what was left of their 
belongings. I was thankful that the United States had been spared 
the unbelievable devastation of this war. 

The next day | met Stalin for the first time. He came to pay a 
visit at the Little White House shortly after his arrival at Babels- 
berg. He was accompanied by Molotov and by Pavlov, who acted 
as interpreter. Secretary Byrnes and Admiral Leahy were present, 
and Charles E. Bohlen acted as my interpreter. 

Stalin apologized for being late, saying that his health was not 
as good as it used to be. It was about 11 o’clock when he came, and 
I asked him to stay for lunch. He said he could not, but I insisted. 

‘*You could if you wanted to,” I told him. 

He stayed. We continued our conversation through lunch. I was 
impressed by him and talked to him straight from the shoulder. 
He looked me in the eye when he spoke, and I felt hopeful that 
we could reach an agreement that would be satisfactory to the 
world and to ourselves. 

I was surprised at Stalin’s stature—he was not over 5 feet, 5 or 
6 inches tall. When we had pictures taken, he would usually stand 
on the step above me. Churchill would do the same thing. They 
were both shorter than I. I had heard that Stalin had a withered 
arm, but it was not noticeable. What I most especially noticed 
were his eyes, his face and his expression. 

I was pleased with my first visit with Stalin. He seemed to be in 
a good humor. He was extremely polite, and when he was ready 
to leave, he told me that he had enjoyed the visit. He invited me 
to call on him, and I promised him I would. 

Shortly before 5 o’clock on July 17 I arrived at Cecilienhof Palace 
in Potsdam for the opening session of the conference. 

Premier Stalin opened the meeting by suggesting that I be asked

to serve as the presiding officer. Churchill seconded the motion. 
I thanked them both for this courtesy. 

[Truman outlined these four proposals for consideration by the 
conference: |) that a Council of Foreign Ministers be established 
to facilitate drawing up peace treaties and postwar settlements; 
2) that the Allied Control Council begin functioning in Germany 
at once; 3) that the Big Three governments help former satellite 
and occupied countries hold free elections; 4) that steps be taken 
to conclude a peace treaty with Italy. | 

After submitting the four American proposals, I said that al- 
though I considered these questions of the highest importance, I 
wanted it understood that I might add other items to the agenda. 
Turning to Churchill and Stalin, I expressed my appreciation for 
the honor of being designated chairman and said that I would 
welcome any proposals or suggestions they had in mind. I added 
that I was glad to be at this conference. I had come with some 
trepidation, I said, realizing that I had to succeed a man who really 
was irreplaceable. I was aware that President Roosevelt had been 
on the friendliest terms with both the Prime Minister and Premier 
Stalin, and I said that I was hopeful of meriting that same friend- 
ship and good will. 

Churchill replied that he felt certain that both he and Stalin 
wished to renew with me the regard and affection which they had 
had for President Roosevelt, and that he had every hope and con- 
fidence that the ties between our nations and us personally would 
increase. 

Stalin, on behalf of the whole Russian delegation, expressed the 
desire to join in the sentiments expressed by the Prime Minister. 

Churchill then proposed that we go ahead with the simple ques- 
tion of the agenda and either deal with the items or refer them to 
the foreign ministers. The British, Churchill said, wished to add 
the Polish problem to the agenda. 

Stalin spoke next. He set forth the questions Russia wished to 
discuss. These dealt with |) the division of the German merchant 
fleet and navy; 2) reparations; 3) trusteeships for Russia under the 
United Nations charter; 4) relations with the Axis satellite states; 
5) the Franco regime in Spain; 6) the question of Tangier; 7) the 
problem of Syria and Lebanon; and 8) the Polish question, involv- 
ing the determination of Poland’s western frontier and the liqui- 
dation of the London Provisional Government. 

Churchill agreed that all aspects of the Polish question should be 
taken up. He added that the British delegation were submitting 
their proposed agenda in writing, and suggested that the foreign 
secretaries meet that night and agree on the items we would discuss 
the following day. Stalin and I agreed. 

Churchill remarked, “‘The foreign ministers can prepare a menu 
for us better than we could at this table, so tomorrow, we will have 
prepared for us the points which are most.agreeable—or, perhaps, 
I should say, the least disagreeable.” 

Stalin rejoined that all the same, we would not escape the dis- 
agreeable ones. 

Before adjourning the first session, I asked if there were any 
further suggestions. Stalin brought up the question of the Council

meeting. He objected to the inclusion of China. 


I explained that China had been suggested as a member of the - 


proposed Council because she was one of the five members of the 
Security Council. 

Churchill said that he could foresee no difficulty in reconciling 
our different objectives. Until the Japanese were defeated, he said, 
there would be difficulties in China’s having an important role in 
settling the tangled problems of Europe—‘‘the volcano from which 
war springs.”’ I said that I would not object to the exclusion of 
China from the Council until the war with Japan was ended. At 
Stalin’s suggestion, I referred the whole question to the foreign min- 
isters to consider and submit recommendations to us at a later date. 

Stalin quipped, “As all the questions are to be discussed by the 
foreign ministers, we shall have nothing to do.” 

Stalin’s wry humor was frequently in evidence during the meet- 
ing. When Churchill suggested that the foreign ministers look into 
the question of there being four or five members on the Council, 
the Russian interrupted him to say, ““Or three members?” 

I told Stalin and Churchill that we should discuss the next day 
some of those points on which we could come to a conclusion. 
Churchill replied that the secretaries should give us three or four 
points—enough to keep us busy. 

I said I did not want just to discuss. I wanted to decide. 

Churchill asked if | wanted something in the bag each day. 

He was as right as he could be. I was there to get something 
accomplished, and if we could not do that, | meant to go back 
home. I proposed that we meet at 4 o’clock instead of 5 in order 
to get more done during the time we would be meeting. The others 
agreed to this. I then proposed we adjourn. 

Stalin agreed to the adjournment, but said there was one ques- 
tion he would like to raise first: Why did Churchill refuse to give 
Russia her share of the German fleet? Churchill explained that he 
thought the fleet should be destroyed or shared, saying that weap- 
ons of war are horrible things and that the captured vessels should 
be sunk. Whereupon Stalin said, ‘‘Let us divide it,” adding, ‘‘If 
Mr. Churchill wishes, he can sink his share.” __ 

Following the adjournment of the first meeting, we were invited 
into a large banquet room in Cecilienhof Palace where the Russians 
entertained at a lavish buffet dinner spread on a tremendous table 
about 20 feet wide and 30 feet long. The table was set with every- 
thing you could think of—goose liver, caviar, all sorts of meats, 
cheeses, chicken, turkey, duck, wines and spirits. The major-domo 
in charge was from Moscow's leading hotel. He spoke English and 
was very careful to show the greatest respect for all the heads of 
government and their foreign ministers. 

On our way back to Babelsberg it was necessary for us to drive 
through various parts of the Russian zone. Admiral Leahy and 
Secretary Byrnes were with me, and at one of the crossings our car 
was stopped by a Russian lieutenant. The delay was no more than 
a matter of minutes, for we were quickly identified by other Russian 
officers arriving on the scene. These officers proceeded to scare the 
life out of the lieutenant for making such a blunder. Leahy turned 
to me and said, “I'll bet that lieutenant is shot in the morning.”

arrived for a few days’ visit. I had mentioned to General Lee a few 
days earlier in Antwerp that my nephew was in the European thea- 
ter and that I would like to see him. They found him on board the 
Queen Elizabeth in Glasgow harbor ready to sail for home, but 
General Lee got him off the ship in time and had him fiown to 
Babelsberg. I introduced him to all the heads of government and 
the members of my party, and after three days, Sergeant Truman 


~was put on our communications plane, which carried mail between 


Washington and Potsdam, and was flown to the United States.

‘HURCHILL opened the second meeting of the conference by 
raising a question of the relation of the press to the confer- 
ence. He complained that there were many representatives of the 
press outside the well-guarded fortress in which the conference was 
taking place, and they were raising a great cry in the world press 
regarding the inadequacy of their access to information. 

**Who let them in?’ Stalin shouted in a loud voice. 7 

Churchill told the Premier that the press was being kept outside 
the compound. If his colleagues agreed, Churchill said he was will- 
ing to have a talk with the press, not to explain the work of the 
meeting, but rather why the press must be excluded. 

I saw no need for this. I pointed out that each delegation had a 
press representative here and suggested that it be left to them to 
handle. 

Churchill agreed, saying, “‘I only offered myself as the lamb and, 
in any event, I would only go if the Generalissimo agreed to res- 
cue me.” 

I think Churchill enjoyed the reaction of his colleagues to the 
dramatic suggestion of his acting as spokesman in a situation such 
as this one. 

At this second meeting I placed on the agenda three topics sub- 
mitted to the conference by the foreign ministers. The first dealt 
with a redraft of the American proposal for setting up a Council 
of Foreign Ministers. It provided that the Council be made up of 
those countries which had already signed terms of surrender with 
the enemy. This left the door open for China to participate in the 
Council later at the close of the war with Japan. Therefore, this 
proposal was acceptable to us. 

In the discussion on the submission of all treaties to the United 
Nations, Stalin observed that this made no difference, as “*the three 
powers would represent the interests of all.” 

That was Stalin’s viewpoint all the way. His viewpoint was that 
Russia, Britain and the United States would settle world affairs, and 
that it was nobody else’s business. I felt very strongly that partici- 
pation of all nations, small and large, was just as important to 
world peace as that of the Big Three. 

The session adjourned at 6 o’clock, after meeting only an hour 
and 45 minutes. I was beginning to grow impatient for more action 
and fewer words.

transatlantic radio-telephone. It was the first call from Berlin to 
America since 1942. The connection was just as clear as if it had 
been between Independence and Washington. 

At the third session on July 19 we turned our attention to 
Yugoslavia. Stalin said that we could not discuss this question 
because the Yugoslavs were not present to be heard, and they 
were allies. 

Eden spoke up to say that the Big Three had agreed upon a 
declaration at Yalta, although no Yugoslavs were present. 

Stalin replied that, when they met at Yalta, there had been two 
Yugoslav governments, but now there was one legitimate gov- 
ernment. . 

Churchill inquired if Stalin meant the government of Tito

or that of Subasic. He said that the Yugoslavs were in extreme 
disagreement. 

Stalin replied that this was the first time he had heard about 
it. He proposed that Yugoslav representatives be summoned to 
tell them about the situation. 

I asked whether, on the basis of the Prime Minister’s informa- 
tion, we should send for the Yugoslav representatives. 

Churchill answered that he was disappointed at the way 
things had turned out in Yugoslavia. 

Stalin charged that Churchill was going on with the discussion 


without answering the presiding officer’s question. Then fol- » 


lowed an exchange between Churchill and Stalin concerning the 
calling of the Yugoslav representatives. 

I felt that I had heard enough of this. I told Churchill and 
Stalin that I had come to the conference as a representative of 
the United States to discuss world affairs. I did not come there 
to hold a police court hearing on something that was already 
settled or which would eventually be settled by the United Na- 
tions. If we started that, I said, we would become involved in 
trying to settle every political difficulty and would have to 
hold hearings for a succession of representatives including de 
Gaulle, Franco, and others. [ told them frankly that I did not 
wish to waste time listening to grievances but wanted to deal 
with the problems which the three heads of government had 
come to settle. [ said that if they did not get to the main issues, 
I was going to pack up and go home. I meant just that. 

Stalin laughed heartily and said he did not blame the Presi- 
dent for wanting to go home; he wanted to go home, too. 

Our final topic on the agenda for the day had to do with 
British and American oil equipment in Romania. 

Churchill said that the British had submitted a paper on this 
subject which they thought the foreign ministers could agree 
upon, and suggested that it be referred to them first. 

Stalin said he thought this was a trifling matter which could 
be settled through diplomatic channels without raising it at this 
conference. 

The reason Stalin insisted that this was a “‘trifling matter” 
was that he had obtained possession of equipment that belonged

to the United States and Great Britain. It was funny to watch 
him. Every time there was something like this, where the Rus- 
sians had stolen the coffin and disposed of the body, he was al- 
ways very careful to insist that it be settled through diplomatic 
channels. 

On the evening following the third afternoon session, I enter- 
tained at a state dinner held in the Little White House. 

Music was by a special concert orchestra. The pianist, Sgt. 
Eugene List, played Chopin’s great Waltz in A-Flat Major, 
Opus 42 and several Chopin nocturnes. Stalin was a Chopin fan. 
Churchill did not care much for that kind of music. Since I had 
been told previously that Stalin was fond of Chopin, I had 
asked Sergeant List to brush up on his Chopin. The piano was 
not a good concert instrument, but List did a good job. 

I took a hand in the musical program, and when I was asked 
to play the piano, I offered Paderewski’s Minuet in G, one of 
my favorites. 


Churchill orates for the record 


CALLED the fourth meeting of the Potsdam Conference to | 


| order at 4:05 p.m. Turning next to the question of policy 
toward Italy, I stated that I stood behind the draft which I had 
submitted at the opening session. This called for a series of 
simple obligations to replace the surrender terms so that Italy 
might be freed of occupation restrictions. 

Churchill was reluctant to abandon the terms of the Italian 
surrender and made a long speech on the subject. 

Churchill always found it necessary in cases of this kind, par- 
ticularly where the Mediterranean was involved, to make long 
statements like this and then agree to what had already been 
done. He was apparently making a record for use later by the 
British when the peace treaties were really and actually nego- 
tiated. On several occasions when Churchill was discussing 
something at length, Stalin would lean on his elbow, pull on 
his mustache, and say, ““Why don’t you agree? The Americans 
agree, and we agree. You will agree eventually, so why don’t 
you do it now?” Then the argument would stop. Churchill in 
the end would agree, but he had to make a speech about it first. 

Stalin observed that Italy had committed great sins. The Ital- 
ians had fought on the Don and in the Ukraine, he pointed out, 
but it would be incorrect to be guided by injuries or feelings of 
retribution. The question then was whether we wanted Italy on 
the side of the United Nations. This determined everything, in his 
opinion, and the same principle applied to the other satellites. 

Stalin pointed out that there had been many difficulties 
and sacrifices caused them by the satellite states. Bulgaria, he 
thought, should be punished for causing harm to the Allies, 
Yugoslavia and Greece. The armistice terms provided for repa- 
rations to be paid to these two countries and he told us “‘not to 
worry, for the Russians would compel this payment.” 

What he meant was that the Russians would steal it if they 
could not get it any other way. 

Stalin continued to speak for a considerable time. It was 
about the longest speech he was to make in the whole confer- 
ence. He never used notes, although he might turn to Molotov 
or Vishinsky once in a while. He would talk for about five 
minutes; then Pavlov would translate. Stalin knew exactly what 
he wanted to say and what he wanted to obtain. He spoke in a 
quiet, inoffensive way. 

Our discussion of Italian policy followed the course of most 
subjects we had touched on so far: It was referred to the foreign 
secretaries for study. 

After the. session adjourned, I returned immediately to Babels- 
berg, where I was pleased to find Colonel L. Curtis Tiernan, 
Chief of Army Chaplains in the European Theater, at the Little 
White House. Monsignor Tiernan had been chaplain of the 
129th Field Artillery of the 35th Division, in which I had 
served during World War I. During the night rides of my field 
artillery outfit (I was C.O. of Battery D) Monsignor Tiernan 
—or the Padre, as we all affectionately called him—would ride 
with me at the head of the outfit, and we would discuss all the 
ills of the world, both political and religious. He is one of the

best-informed men I have ever known and one of the kindliest. 
He is a good man, and that says everything necessary about 
him. The Monsignor was stationed in Paris during the Second 
World War. When I first landed at Antwerp, I had asked that | 
he be brought to Potsdam for a visit. 

[The next session of the conference began with a long wrangle 
over Poland, a subject that had for months been a principal 
point of difference between the Soviets and the Western Allies.] 

I was getting tired of sitting and listening to endless debate on 
matters that could not be settled at this conference, yet took up 
precious time. I was anxious also to avoid any sharpening of the

verbal clashes in view of the more immediate and urgent ques- 


_ tions that needed to be settled. | was becoming very impatient, 


and, on a number of occasions, I felt like blowing the roof off 
the Palace. 

Stalin recapitulated his claims for Polish control of the arable 
lands and the coal mines of Silesia, saying that his policy was to 
make things difficult for the Germans, so that German power 
would not rise again. The less industry there was in Germany, 
the greater would be the market for American and British goods. 
Germany was a dangerous business rival, he said, unless we kept 
her on her knees. 

It seemed to me that nothing remained to be said except to 
repeat in all frankness where I stood: I could not agree to the 
separation of the eastern part of Germany. 

Stalin too apparently had decided there was nothing to be 
gained by continuing this. 

‘‘Are we through?” he asked, abruptly. 

Churchill suggested that we were hardly through, but that 
we should turn now to more agreeable things. 

I announced that the conference had apparently reached an 
impasse on this matter and that the session was adjourned. 

That evening Stalin gave a state dinner. It was quite an occa- 
sion, and ‘I described parts of it in a letter to Mamma and Mary 
two days later: 

“Berlin, July 23, 1945 
‘‘Dear Mamma & Mary:—Your letter of the 16th came yester- 
day and those of the 17th and 19th came this morning. I am 
most happy to hear from you. I suppose the radio keeps you 
well informed on my movements. 

‘*The conference has met every day since the 17th. Many 
things have been accomplished and many more which should be 
accomplished have not been acted upon. But we have time yet to 
get most of them in some sort of shape for a peace conference. 

“Stalin gave his state dinner night before last, and it was a 
wow. Started with caviar and vodka and wound up with water- 
melon and champagne, with smoked fish, fresh fish, venison, 
chicken, duck and all sorts of vegetables in between. There was 
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a toast every five minutes until at least twenty-five had been 
drunk. I ate very little and drank less, but it was a colorful and 
enjoyable occasion. 

*“When I had Stalin and Churchill here for dinner, I think I 
told you that a young sergeant named List from Philadelphia 
played the piano, and a boy from the Metropolitan Orchestra 
played the violin. They are the best we have, and they are very 
good. Stalin sent to Moscow and brought on his two best pian- 
ists and two female violinists. They were excellent. Played Cho- 
pin, Liszt, Tschaikowsky and all the rest. I congratulated him 
and them on their ability. ... It was a nice dinner... .” 

I was seated next to Stalin, and I noticed that he drank from 
a tiny glass that held about a thimbleful. He emptied it fre- 
quently and replenished it from a bottle he kept handy. I as- 
sumed that it was vodka, which everybody else was being served, 
and I began to wonder how Stalin could drink so much of that 
powerful beverage. Finally I asked him, and he looked at me 
and grinned. Then he leaned over to his interpreter and said, 
“*Tell the President it is French wine, because since my heart 
attack I can’t drink the way I used to.” 

[At the next meeting trusteeships for Italy’s colonies and pos- 
sibly Korea were discussed. On the following day, at the seventh 
session of the conference, Stalin asked for modification of the 
Montreux Convention which allowed Turkey to block the 
Black Sea Straits if Turkey were at war or if the Turks thought 
war was imminent. The Russians then brought up another topic 
for consideration, as related below.| 

Molotov then announced that the Russian delegation wished 
to submit a paper on the question of Syria and Lebanon, and 
proposed that the situation in these two countries be considered 
by a four-power conference of representatives of the United States, 
Great Britain, the U.S.S.R. and France. 

Churchill said that the burden of defending Syria and Leba- 
non had fallen upon the shoulders of the British. The British 
would not welcome the whole matter being reviewed by a body 
of this kind. Of course, if the United States wanted to take their 
place, that would be a different matter. 

I replied, ‘‘No, thanks.” 

Churchill brought up the matter of the British elections. He 
informed Stalin and me that Mr. Attlee and he would have to 
be in London on the following Thursday for the elections and 
that they would take Eden with them. They would be back for 
the evening sitting on July 27. ‘‘Or some of us will be back,” 
he added. 


Stalin on ‘fairy tales’ 


\1T the eighth session of the heads of government, on July 

24, we were again dealing with the question of peace treaties 

and interim arrangements with Italy and the other satellites. 

The bitterest debate of the conference now developed, the 

point at issue being that Stalin wanted us to recognize the pup- 

pet governments he had installed in the satellite countries over- 
run by the Russian armies. 

Churchill said with regard to Romania, and particularly to 
Bulgaria, he added, the British knew nothing. Their mission in 
Bucharest, he asserted, had been penned up with a closeness 
approaching internment. 

Stalin broke in to ask if it were really possible for him to cite 
such facts that had not been verified. 

Churchill said that they knew this by their representatives 
there. An iron fence, he charged, had come down around them. 

Stalin interrupted to exclaim, ‘‘All fairy tales.” Churchill re- 
joined that statesmen could call one another’s statements fairy 
tales if they wished. He expressed complete confidence in his 
representatives in Bucharest and said that the conditions in the 
British mission there had caused him the greatest distress. 

The exchange continued sharp and lengthy, and I suggested 
that the question again be referred to the foreign ministers. 

Next on the agenda was a renewal of the discussion regarding 
the Black Sea Straits. 

Churchill said he understood that it was agreed that freedom 
in the Black Sea Straits should be approved and guaranteed by 
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TR LUM AN CONTINUED 


the Big Three and other powers. He observed that my proposal 
to join in an organization to free the waterways of the world 
was, to his mind, a remarkable and important fact. 

Molotov asked whether the Suez Canal was under the same 
international control as was proposed for the Black Sea Straits. 

Churchill observed that this question had not been raised. 

Molotov retorted, ‘I’m raising it.” If it was such a good rule, 
he said, why not apply it to the Suez. 

Churchill explained that the British had an arrangement with 
which they were satisfied and under which they had operated 
for some 70 years without complaints. 

Molotov charged that there had been a lot of complaints. 
“You should ask Egypt,” he said. 

Eden intervened to point out that Egypt had signed the treaty 
with England. 

Molotov said that the British had asserted that international 
control was better. 

Molotov did a lot of talking at Potsdam. He would take the 
bit in his teeth and talk as if he were the Russian State, until 
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SEVEN MILES OF SOLDIERS were lined up for the Presiden 
inspection during his journey through the U.S. zone of Germany. 


Stalin would smile and say a few words to him in Russian, and 
he would change his tune. 

| often felt that Molotov kept some facts from Stalin, or 
that he would not give him all the facts until he had to. It was 
always harder to get agreement out of Molotov than out of 
Stalin. Where Stalin could smile and relax at times, Molotov 
always gave the impression that he was constantly pressing. 

The ninth session got under way with a discussion of the now 
familiar topic of Poland’s western frontier, 

At this point, I thought it necessary to tell what my powers, 
as President, were with respect to the question of the treaty of 
peace. When we were discussing matters appropriate for inclu- 
sion in the peace treaties, I stated, | wanted all to understand 
that under the Constitution of the United States a treaty could 
be concluded only with the consent of the United States Senate. 
I assured them that when I supported a proposal at the confer- 
ence, | would use my best efforts to support the matter when it 
came up for consideration in the Senate. This did not preclude, 
however, my coming back and saying that I considered the po- 
litical sentiment in the United States was such that I could not 
press the matter without the danger of injuring our mutual rela- 
tions. | explained that I was making these remarks not in order 
to change the basis of any discussion with my colleagues nor to 
change the basis upon which the discussions with President 
Roosevelt had been held, but to make clear what my constitu- 
tional powers were. | had to consider these matters, | continued, 
from the standpoint of the people of the United States, and | 
wished to be able to be in a position to get the best arrangements 
approved by the Senate. 

Stalin inquired if my remarks referred only to the peace 
treaties or to the whole discussion. I replied that I was referring 
only to those agreements or treaties that had to go to the Senate 
for ratification.

Stalin said that he understood. Churchill, | know, understood. 

On July 28 | wrote my mother and sister Mary: 

‘Dear Mamma & Mary:—Well here another week has gone, 
and I’m still in the Godforsaken country awaiting the return of 
a new British Prime Minister..I had hoped we'd be finished by 
now, but there are some loose ends to clean up, and we must 
meet again to do it.... 

“T went to Frankfurt and inspected two American divisions 
on Thursday, the 3rd Armored and 84th Infantry Divisions. 

“*Lewis Truman, Ralph’s boy, is the Chief of Staff and Asst. 
Div. Commander of the 84th. He is a nice boy and a good 
officer. He is a full Colonel now. I saw a lot of Missourians and 
a lot of good American soldiers. In most of the regiments they 
had the Missourians all in one place. I saw men from all over 
the state and talked to them. 

““When we were going through the 3rd Armored I made the 
remark that I'd seen a lot of Missourians but no South Carolin- 
ians, kidding Mr. Byrnes, who was in the car behind me. The 
soldier who was driving the car stood it as long as he could and 
finally, much to the pained surprise of the General who was 
riding with me, spoke up and said he was from Mr. Byrnes’ 
hometown, Spartanburg. I stopped the caravan and brought 
Jim up. . . . The kid lived just around the corner from him. 

‘That part of Germany where we made the inspection looks 
much different from Berlin and its surrounding territory. The 
children and the people looked well fed and seemed in better 
spirits. 

‘The big towns like Frankfurt and Darmstadt were de- 
stroyed, but the small ones are intact. It is awful to see what the 
bombs did to the towns, railroads, and bridges. To think that 
millions of Russians, Poles, English and Americans were slaugh- 
tered all for the folly of one crazy egotist by the name of Hitler. 
| hope it won’t happen again. 

‘There was a lieutenant in one of those Missouri artillery out- 
fits | inspected named Hitler. He was from St. Louis. We had 
lunch with the 84th Division, finished the inspection and went 
back to Frankfurt where I pinned some four medals on 3 English- 
men and a Canadian. 

“It was the best day I’ve had here. Hope you are both well. | 
am hoping to leave here some day soon. Maybe next Tuesday 
or Wednesday. 

‘‘Love to you both. Harry” 
Britain puts in a new team 


N the afternoon of July 28 the heads of the British delega- 
() tion returned, although Winston Churchill and Anthony 
Eden were no longer among them. Their party had suffered a 
decisive defeat in the elections, and as a result the Conservative 
cabinet had resigned. 

The new Prime Minister was Clement Attlee, and with him, as 
Foreign Minister, came Ernest Bevin. The two, accompanied by 
Sir Alexander Cadogan, Permanent Under Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs, called on me at the Little White House shortly after 
they arrived from London, The main purpose of their visit was 
to introduce Bevin. Secretary Byrnes and Admiral Leahy were 
with me. The new Prime Minister had been present at the confer- 
ence from the beginning, and I had come to know him well. 
Attlee had a deep understanding of the world’s problems, and I 
knew there would be no interruption in our common efforts. 

Bevin appeared to me to be a tough person to deal with, but 
after | became better acquainted with him, I found that he was 
a reasonable man with a good mind and a clear head. 

As Attlee and Bevin took their chairs at the round table for 
the tenth meeting of the conference, it was a dramatic demon- 
stration of the stable and peaceful way in which a democracy 
changes its government. 

I then opened the meeting for business. 

Attlee interjected to express regret that the ‘‘domestic occur- 
rences” in Great Britain had interfered with the work of the 
conference. 

We then went ahead with the business, the first of which 
involved the drafting of the agreement on the recognition of 
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TRUMAN CONTINUED 


Italy and the Eastern satellites, Bulgaria, Romania and Hun- 
gary. The three foreign secretaries found that they could not 
agree among themselves on just what it was that the heads of 
government had agreed to. The Russians said it was one thing; 
the British said it was another; and Jimmy Byrnes could only 
report that ‘‘the United States has unfortunately found that if 
it agrees with the Soviet delegation, the British delegation does 
not agree, and if it agrees with the British, then the Soviet 
disagrees,” 

It was decided, after the British and Russian views had been 
restated, to pass over the question of recognition of Italy and 
the satellite states. 

The next day, July 29, Molotov came to inform me that Pre- 
mier Stalin had caught a cold and that his doctors had ordered

him not to leave his residence. For that reason, Molotov said, 
the Premier would not be able to attend a meeting of the con- 
ference today. 

Molotov then told me that he wanted to discuss some of the 
issues that should come up at the next meeting of the confer- 
ence. I agreed to his request and sent for Secretary Byrnes, Ad- 
mira! Leahy and Chip Bohlen, my interpreter. Our meeting 
lasted about an hour. 

Molotov said he wished to take up one final matter with us in 
behalf of Premier Stalin and that was the immediate cause of 
the Soviet entry into the Japanese war. He said that the Soviet 
government considered that the best method would be for the 
United States, England and the other allies in the Far Eastern 
war to address a formal request to the Soviet government for its 
entry into the war. 

The proposal came as a surprise to me. I told Molotov that 
I would have to give the Soviet suggestion careful examination. 
The Russian commissar then left to report our discussion to 
Marshal Stalin. 

I did not like this proposal for one important reason. I saw 
in it a cynical diplomatic move to make Russia’s entry at this 
time appear to be the decisive factor to bring about victory. 
At Yalta Russia had agreed, and here at Potsdam she reaf- 
firmed her commitment, to enter the war against Japan three 
months after V-E Day. I was not willing to let Russia reap 
the fruits of a long and bitter and gallant effort in which she 
had no part. 

On the following day, July 30, there was again no meeting of 
the heads of state, because Stalin was still indisposed. I took 
time to sign papers and to go over messages and mail from 
Washington—and to write to my mother and sister: 

*‘Dear Mamma & Mary:—The conference has been pro- 
longed by the English elections and by the illness of Stalin. Mr. 
Stalin has been unable to leave his house for a couple of days. 
I really think he’s not so sick but disappointed over the English 
elections. I think we’ll be able to get along all right though. 

**Attlee has been here with Churchill all the time, and he has 
been Deputy Prime Minister in Churchill’s cabinet, so we ought 
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TRUMAN continuen 


to be able to proceed all right. We’ve had one meeting since the 
English came back and will have one today. If we can get a 
couple of major agreements over tomorrow and a few minor 
ones the next day, we can probably leave here Thursday or Fri- 
day, and I ought to be back in Washington by Thursday or 
Friday, Aug. 9 or 10. Let’s hope so anyway. You never saw 
such pig-headed people as are the Russians. I hope I never have 
to hold another conference with them—but, of course, I will. 

‘If we get done Thursday we'll fly to Plymouth in England 
and leave from there. That will save two days on the ocean be- 
cause it takes so long to get out of the English Channel when 
we leave from Antwerp. 


POTSDAM BOX SCORE 


Editor's note: The Potsdam Conference provided a classic exam- 
ple of Soviet diplomatic technique: they pounded away un- 
ceasingly at the objectives they considered vital to their own 
interests while continually obstructing the discussions by raising 
peripheral and even totally irrelevant issues on which to “‘bar- 
gain.”’ The result is that a day-by-day account of the proceed- 
ings provides a jumble of the important with the trivial and a 
mass of heated but inconclusive debates. Here is a summary of 
what was actually achieved on basic matters: 

COUNCIL OF FOREIGN MINISTERS: This was established on Tru- 
man’s recommendation to expedite drafting of peace treaties. 
POLAND’S WESTERN BouNDARY: The British and the Americans 
failed to alter the Soviets’ unilateral action whereby Poland was 
given a sizable portion of former East German territory. 

THE SOVIET SATELLITES: Stalin failed in his demand for immedi- 
ate recognition of the puppet governments installed in Bulgaria, 
Hungary and Romania while Truman and the British failed to 
compel these satellites to hold free and unfettered elections. 
GERMAN REPARATIONS: The Soviets obtained, in addition to the 
equipment they removed from their own zone of occupation, 
substantial reparations in the form of goods and equipment 
from the Western zones. 

OCCUPATION OF GERMANY: Truman had asked that the Allied 
Control Council begin functioning at once; it did, but the 
Soviets’ actions in the Council soon made it clear that a unified 
occupation policy was impossible. 

ITALIAN PEACE TREATY: Truman had urged that an Italian peace 
treaty be expedited so Italy could be admitted to the United 
Nations. The treaty was concluded in 1947 but the Soviets still 
block Italy from the United Nations.

The Potsdam Conference was now drawing to a close. Only the 
final communiqué and protocol remained. I asked that the com- 
muniqueé mention my proposal for the international control of 
waterways, but Stalin objected, saying that there was already 
enough in the protocol. I pointed out, however, that the subject 
had been considered by the conference and that I wanted it 
included in the communiqué. 

Stalin objected. The question, he contended, had not been 
mentioned in a list of questions submitted before the conference, 
and the Russians were not in a position to discuss it. I said that I 
had not asked that it be disposed of, but that it be referred to 
the Council of Foreign Ministers. This had been done, and I now 
asked that this be stated in the communiqué. 

Stalin pointed out that there was nothing in the communi- 
qué in regard to the Black Sea Straits. The question of inland

waterways Was raised in connection with the question of the 
Black Sea Straits, he observed, and he wanted to know why it 
should be given preference.

Much time was taken up by changes in wording and minor 
amendments to the texts of both the protocol and the commu- 
nique. I was getting very impatient, as I had many times before 
in these sessions, with all the repetition and beating around the 
bush, but I restrained myself because I saw that we were very 
slowly making progress in the right direction. I did not see why 
they could not come right to the point and get it over with in- 
stead of doing so much talking. 

The draft of the communiqué was finally approved, but now 
the Soviet delegation raised the question of who should sign first. 
At the previous two conferences of the Big Three, they pointed 
out, the Prime Minister or the President had been first to sign 
the communiqué. According to the procedure of rotation, Stalin 
said he felt that his signature should come first on the Potsdam 
document. 

‘“You can sign any time you want to,” I said. “‘I don’t care 
who signs first.” 

Attlee remarked that he was tn favor of alphabetical preference. 

**That way,” he said jokingly, ‘‘I would score over Marshal 
Zhukov.” 

| then stated that there was no further business and that the 
conference was now ready to adjourn. | expressed the hope that 
our next meeting together might be in Washington. 

Someone said, “‘God willing.” It was Stalin. 

[t was 3 o’clock in the morning when the Potsdam Conference 
formally adjourned. The delegates from the three nations spent 
some time in saying goodbyes, and at 4 a.m. I left Cecilienhof. 

There were many reasons for my going to Potsdam, but the 
most urgent, to my mind, was to get from Stalin a personal 
reaffirmation of Russia’s entry into the war against Japan, a 
matter which our military chiefs were most anxious to clinch, 
This I was able to get from Stalin in the very first days of the 
conference. We were at war, and all military arrangements had 
to be kept secret, and for this reason it was omitted from the 
official communiqué at the end of the conference. This was the 
only secret agreement made at Potsdam.

But the personal meeting with Stalin and the Russians had 
more significance for me, because it enabled me to see at first 
hand what we and the West had to face in the future. I had al- 
ready seen that the Russians were relentless bargainers, forever 
pressing for every advantage for themselves. It did not seem pos- 
sible that only a few miles from the war-shattered seat of Nazi 
power, the head of any government would not bend every effort 
to attain a real peace. Yet I was not altogether disillusioned to 
find now that the Russians were not in earnest about peace. 

Anxious as we were to have Russia in the war against Japan, 
the experience at Potsdam now made me determined that I would 
not allow the Russians any part in the control of Japan. As I 
reflected on the situation during my trip home, I made up my 
mind that General MacArthur would be given complete com- 
mand and control after victory in Japan. We were not going to 


- be disturbed by Russian tactics in the Pacific. 


In a physical sense, | found the conference to be exacting. 
Churchill and Stalin were given to late hours, while I was an 
early riser. This made my days extra-long, and they were filled, 
in addition to the formal sescions, with long rounds of prepara- 
tory conferences with my advisers, with the study of documents 
pertaining to the meetings, and with work that was required on 
many state papers sent on from Washington. 

I was glad to be on my way home. 

Arrangements had been made for me to fly to England where 
I would board the Augusta in Plymouth harbor. I arrived on 
board just before noon. 

Shortly after noon, I left the Augusta with Secretary Byrnes 
and Admiral Leahy for the H.M.S. Renown which was anchored 
nearby. King George VI was aboard waiting to welcome me to 
England, The British ship accorded the customary high honors 
as I arrived, and I was greeted personally by the King, who 
extended his hand to me and said, ““Welcome to my country.” 

I was impressed with the King as a good man. In the course 
of my visit with him I found him to be well informed on all 
that was taking place, and he gave me the impression of a man 
with great common sense. 

After lunching with the King, I returned to the Augusta and 
within a few minutes the British monarch came aboard with his 
royal party to return my visit. He inspected the Marine Guard 
and made a brief tour of inspection of personnel on the weather 
decks forward. We then retired to my quarters where we had a 
very pleasant visit for about 30 minutes. While we were talking, 
the King had asked me to autograph White House cards for the 
Queen and his daughters, and he, in turn, signed a card for my 
daughter Margaret. The King and his party then left and the 
U.S.S. Augusta immediately got under way. 

On the second day out, | had the following message sent to 
Washington: 

**3 August 1945 

‘*Please have telegraph office send following telegram to Mrs. 
Truman: 

‘* “I left Plymouth yesterday afternoon and am now well out 
on the Atlantic enjoying good weather and smooth seas. Will 
advise you tomorrow of our date of arrival. Harry’ ”
